Day 204 | Tuesday | October 13 | Philemon 1 | A letter from Paul and Timothy 
to Philemon our dear friend and co-worker, to Apphia our sister, [ to Archippus our fellow- 
soldier, and to the church in your house; Paul pledges for Onesimus, a slave, who Paul 
loves as a father and asks Philemon, his master to take him back and charge Paul for 
any expenses.
